President Arrives at Summer 
Capital at 9.95 a. m. ‘Today 
Big Political Conference 
Is Expected. 
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Executive/ Offices Opened at 
Once and New England 
‘Town’ Makes Second Bow 
as I[eart of the Nation. 
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BEVERLY, Mass.—Wearing his fa- 
mous sinile, President Taft stepped off 
the parlor car Colonial at Montserrat sta- 
tion at 9:35 a, m. today on his first visit 
to Beverly since he left here last Sep- 
tember on his memorable western tour. 
A despatch in the New York Sun today 
gees in the fact of President Taft, 
Colonel Roosevelt: Governor Hughes and 
Senator Lodge being so near each other 
in the vicinity of ‘Boston, the possibility 
of a political conference of the greatest 


importance. 

“That Mr. Roosevelt came up from 
Sagamore hill to take part in the Har- 
vard commencement,” it says, “has be- 
ome of secondary importance. Really he 
js here on much more important busi- 
yess. Although he reiused to discuss pol- 
itics it is pretty well known that the 
eolonel is leoking forward to conferences 
with several big men. 

“It is impossible to get into touch with 
Boston's political lights regarding the 
expected conference, because the local 
politicians have been kept in ignorance 
of the situation. 

“The conference will be held, it is said, 
either tomorrow night (Wednesday) or 
on Thursday.” ; 

This report was given additional 
eredence this afternoon by an unofficial 
-- announcement that a meeting between 

President Taft and Colonel Roosevelt has 
been arranged to take place tomorrow 
morning at Burgess Point. It is also 
understood that Senator Lodge will ac- 
‘ompany Mr. Roosevelt to Beverly. 
Whether Governor Hughes will partici- 
‘pate in the meeting is not known. 

Fifteen seconds after he arrived to- 
day Mr. Taft stepped across the con- 
crete, passed through the secret service | ~ 
motor and up to his own car, which ‘ar- 
rived just one minute before with Char- 
lie occupying the front seat with the 
thauffeur. 

“Hello, Charlie,” was the President’s 
salutation. At the same time he took 
Charlie’s brown face between his hands 
and kissed him. 

Capt. Archibald W. Butt, the Presi- 
fent’s military aid, and the President’s 
secretary, Charles E. Norton, also stepped 
into the car.. The President wore a com- 
' fortable blue serge suit with a white 
vest and straw sailor hat. 

_ The party drove from Montserrat sta- 
tion to the summer White House, where 
there was a family reunion. Mrs. Taft 
greeted her husband on the veranda of 
the Evans cottage. 

Secretary Norton transacted some busi- 
ness, and then went straight to the 
executive offices in the Board of Trade 
“building, and Beverly made her formal 
bow for the second time as the nation’s 
summer capital. 

There was only a small crowd of 
about 100 people to greet the President 
‘when he stepped into his car at the 
station. Somebody started a hand-clap. 
The President lifted his hat and smiled, 
the cameras clicked, and everybody 
Jooked happy. . 

This afternoon the President played 
golf at the Myopia Hunt Club at Hamil- 
ton with John Hays Hammond. 

The executive offices opened with the 
same force as last year. 

The President, Mrs. Taft and Captain 
Butt went for a short motor tour 
through the business section of the city 
before lunch. This evening a memor- 
able meeting between the President and 
Colonel Roosevelt may take place, al- 
though everything is still in the air as 
to arrangements. 

Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
Charles Nagel did not come to Beverly 
with the presidential party, but re- 
mained in Boston, it is understood, to 
look into the question of the Boston 
immiczration station with Commissioner 
Edmund 8S. Billings, after which he will 
go with Mrs. Nagel to New London for 
the Harvard-Yale boat races on Thurs- 
day. From there they will go to Ma- 
rig. their ~ummer home, for a few

Charles Nagel is in Boston today in con- 
ference with Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion George E. Billings relative particu- 
larly to the proposed change in the site 
of the new immigration station for this 
city originally Jeffries 
Point in East Boston.

brought President Taft and party from 
Washington to this city and arrived here 
this morning. 

Secretary Nagel has practically 
lected another site a few blocks nearer 
the Cunard wharf at East Boston, which 
can be exchanged for the site already 
bought by the government. Congress 
has authorized Mr. Nagel to make this 
exchange, and the only delay will be in 
waiting for the decision of the govern- 
ment’s engineers. 

The secretary is chafing under this 
delay, as he considers first impressions 
lasting ones, and that the present sta- 
tion on’ Long wharf is far from repre- 
senting the greatness of the United 
States government to the newly arrived 
aliens. 

Mr. Nagel says the present building 
is not, desirable on account of its being 
a wooden structure, After consultation 
with Colonel Billings the secretary went 
with him on the United States revenue 
cutter Winnisimmet to East Boston, 
where they visited the Jeffries point site 
and also the latest point selected by- the 
secretary. 

Secretary Nagel will leave tonight for 
New London, where he will visit the 
races, 

Mr. Nagel is loth to discuss in any

“To me it seems a rather hard indict- 
ment that a city has to go into contract 
work because it cannot afford day labor. 
It strikes me there must be something 
wrong somewhere, and [| am ypoing to trv 
it ont. The contractor who takes a city 
job aims to make between 15 and 20 per 
cent, and [ assume he generally does. 
With that much le@vay I hope to see 
conditions develop so that with day labor 
we can at least equal the figures of the 
contractor.” 

Considerable attention will also be 
given to street surfaces and a substitute 
for the macadam surface may be intro- 
duced, 

“While I do not feel that I will really 
have a right to say anything in a posi- 
tive manner for six months to come, yet 
I will say that I think Boston has 
large opportunities in the substitution 
of smooth surfaces, either brick or as- 
phalt for the present macadam. Mac- 
adam surfaces are a luxurv and an ex- 
pensive one. The initial cost may look 
small compared with brick or asphalt, 
but one wants to keep in mind that the 
maintenance costs begin almost the day 
they are put down and the rebuilding 
comes in a short time. : 

“There are whole areas 
in the South End and 
which should be put 
smooth surface. 

“As to the larger traffic arteries ra- 
diating from the city center, it is crimi- 
nal to attempt to keep them up in 
macadam. This change will cost money, 
but it will be money well spent.”

Ex- 
perience had shown that the coalition 
Was the weakest form of government, 
and so only practicable when other ways 
were impossible, He was quite willing 
to abide by the will of the majority, 
and the majority did not want a coalition 
ministry. 

Referring to Dr. Jameson, General 
Botha said that he appreciated his ob- 
ject of continuing in the spirit of the 
convention. He thought that the time 
had come for starting with a clean sheet 
and he hoped that the old party organi- 
gations, especially his own, would be dis- 
solved and amalgamated into a great 
party with great and broad principles 
which will be called the South African 
national party. 

General Botha then read ~ manifesto 
dealing with the various questions con- 
fronting the government. Foremost 
among these was the task of welding 
the different races into one great peo- 
ple, recognizing that parties should be 
formed on principles. A party should 
do its utmost to promote the spirit of 
union, applying this sympathetic treat- 
ment to natives and colored persons. A 
party should aim at an educational pol- 
icy, always bearing in mind the need of 
‘the workers and the duty cf the empire 
In regard to defense.

I shall, according to 
the true intent of the enactments which 
secured Protestant succession to the 
throne of my realm, uphold and main- 
tain the said enactments to the best of 
my powers and according to law.”

CUMMISSION DRAWS 
oc] OF REGULATIONS 
FOR MOROCCO MINES 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

PARIS—It is reported that the special 
commission appointed jointly by the 
French, German, English and Spanish 
governments for the purpose of draw- 
ing up a set of mining regulations ap- 
plicable to Morocco, has completed its 
labors and has drawn up regulations 
which form a document running into 400 
pages. These draft regulations are to 
be sent immediately to Tangiers and 
there submitted to the various represent- 
atives of the signatory powers, taking 
part in the conference of Algeciras. 

The contents of this report will not 
be made known until the representatives 
of the various powers hae notified their 
approval or have filed a list of objec- 
tions thereto. It is reported, however, 
that the leading principles of the pro- 
posed new mining law consist of the 
adoption of the best points of the exist- 
ing French, German and Spanish mining 
laws, which have been codified, or, we 
may say, merged into one set of regula- 
tions. 

The basis of the new regulation is 
said to be the principle of royal domaia 
and that during the period .of prospect- 
ing, the prospector, as under the Germun 
law, will be entitled to prospect over a 
circular area, under conditions which are 
practical and advantageous to himself. 
und that after having defined the area 
of his claim he will receive, as under 
Spanish law, a mining grant of land 
which will be rectangular in form.

PREPARE WELCOME 
POR THE GOVERROR

WELLINGTON, New Zealand—Prepa- 
rations on an extensive scale are being 
made to welcome Lord Islington, the 
new Governor. Great preparations are 
now in hand for receptions of a minis- 
terial, civic and public nature, at which 
representatives will be present from 
,every part of the Dominion. In the 
course of a speech delivered by the prime 
minister, Sir Joseph Ward, recently, he 
referred to the financial position of the 
country, pointing out that at the end of 
the financial year there was a surplus 
of $2,161,580, the total revenue having 
amounted to $46,166,305, and he said 
that it was his intention to obtain the 
consent of Parliament to set aside a 
sufficient sum annually so as to liqui- 
date the whole of the debt within 75 
years. 

With regard to the question of land 
settlement he said that 500,000 acres 
of native land would shortly be prepared 
for European settlement, while 1,250,000 
aeres were under survey for the same 
purpose. He said also that during the 
past year 2,270,184 acres of original 
crown lands had been settled and were 
being leased by 2336 settlers. He ‘fur- 
ther said that there had been an in- 
crease of nearly $6,000,000 in 10 years 
in the savings bank deposits, the de- 
posit during the year having amounted 
to $48,055,000.

| RATIONAL GOLF 


BY JASON ROGERS. 


Every golfer must have noticed the 
wide variety of tees used by different 
players, The top-notch professional) will 
generally he noticed to walk up to the 
teeing ground and either place his ball in 
a good lie on the turf, or take the merest 
pinch of sand—just enough to steady the 
ball. 

On the other hand, the average ama- 
teur perches the ball on a mound of 
sand ranging from a quarter of an inch 
to an inch and a half high. To him 
the tee is the only spot on the course 
where he can expect to see the ball in 
just exactly the position he thinks is 
to his liking. 


The professional long since discarded 
the notion that additional length is ac- 
quired through teeing the ball high up 
and hitting under it for a high traject- 
ory at the start of the flight. He learned, 
probably as a boy, that he could get a 
longer ball from a lie on the turf than 


.with one teed upon a mound of sand. 


He further realizes that as the lies 
through the green are on turf and one 
has to play the majority of such shots 
from such lies, it is not only useless, 
but actually foolish, to introduce ~@ 
purely artificial means as an end to a 
shot. 

The desired low-traveling ball with 
under-spin is more easily obtained from 
a lie on the turf than from the top of a 
sand mound. If the plaver learns how 
to drive from a low tee he is more apt 
to acquire confidence is getting away 
long shots through the green with his 
driver when he wants the maximum dig- 
tance.

GOVERNMENT MONEY 
MAKING DEPARTMENT 
TO LOWER EXPENSES 


WASHINGTON—The federal govern- 
ment plans to save money in making 
money, Two changes, involving the in- 
troduction of labor-saving dévices and 
expected to expedite work and effect 
economy in administration, are ta 
come in the treasury department with 
the advent of the new fiscal year. 

After July 1 the bureau of engraving 
and yvinting will turn out the paper 
currency of the government complete, 
instead of merely printing it and leav- 
ing to another branch of the depart- 
ment the work of imprinting the nu- 
merals and seals and cutting the big 
sheets up into notes. The saving in 
labor by the change is estimated to be 
$138,000 per annum. 

Adding machines in auditing the post- 
masters’ money order accounts have been 
introduced into the auditor’s office for 
thé postoffice department, a branch of 
the treasury. By using the machines 
the time of the audit will be reduced 
from nine to four months, 

Postmaster-Generai Hitchcock Tues- 
day returned to the secretary of the 
treasury, another million dollara of the 
amount set apart from the public funds 
to assist in defraying expenses of the 
postal service. This makes a total of 
$5,000,000 thus returned since Jan. 1. 

The postmaster-general is confident 
that the financial returns covering the 
operations of the present fiscal year will 
show a reduction of more than $10,000,- 
000 in the total annual deficit, which 
amounted in 1909 to $17,500,000. The 
amount just returned leaves the deficit 
in the current fiscal year only $5,500,- 
000, as compared with $14,500,000 last 
year.

ATTLEBORO BOARDS 
URGE MORE TRAINS 


Conference of Members of 
Chambers of Commerce 
This Week Will Formulate 
Demand on New Haven. 


SEEK LOWER | RATE 


NORTH ATTLEBORO, @fass.—Coming 
closely upon the action of the mass 
meetings Monday night in Southbridge 
and Webster, Mass., urging the granting 
of a charter to the Grand Trunk railroad 
to run a branch across the corner of the 
atate to connect with its Rhode Island 
lines, an action which is being opposed 
hy the New Haven system, is the de- 
cision of the members of the Board of 
Trade of this city to hold a conference 
some day this week with representatives 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce's 
transportation committee with a view 
to securing additional transportation fa- 
cilities, passenger and freight, for the in- 
duatries of this city. 

Steps will aleo be taken later to ar- 
range a conference between the North 
Attleboro organization and the Provi- 
dence Board of Trade’s transportation 
committee for the purpose of securing 
cooperation in a movement to secure 
_ better transportation facilities between 
this city and North Attleboro, 

The conference with the Boston trans- 
portation committee has all been ar- 
ranged except the exact date of the 
meeting. It will be held this week, but 
the two organizations have not as yet 
set the day. North Attleboro will hasten 
it as fast as possible, for the whole 
town is said to be in an aggressive atti- 
tude on the. matter. 

In the passenger rate tariffs recently 
filed at Washington by the New York. 
New Haven and Hartford railroad, an 
. increase is made in the passenger rate 
from North Attleboro to various sur- 
rounding cities and towns, including 
Providence. 

This matter of additional facilities will 
be discussed with the Boston committee, 
with the belief that the Bostonians, whose 
organization is considered to possess 
etrong influence, may help to secure bet- 
tered conditions. The North Attleboro 
men claim that the town’s industries are 
in a thriving condition and that the wage 
average is among the highest in New 
England. They believe that the town is 
entitled to better treatment at the hands 
of the New Haven railroad management. 

Another matter which is up for dis- 
cussion is the Boston-Providence high- 
speed electric interurban project. The 
layout at present provides that the new 
line will havea location at the edge of the 
town of North Attleboro, where it will 
be of little or no use in the building up 
of the town. 

North Attleboro is desirous of more 
recognition by the high-speed line’s pro- 
moters, and believes that, by reason of 
its population and its industrial pros- 
perity, its claims to such recognition 
should not be denied. The facts in the 
matter will be presented to the Boston 
committee in an effort to improve the 
situation.

Congressman Longworth of 
Ohio the Principal Speaker 
and Senator Lodge and 
Others Make Addresses. 


The opening Republican rally of this 
year’s campaign in Massachusetts was 
held ‘Tuesday evening in Somerville. 
Congressman Nicholas Longworth of Ohio 
was the principal guest of the occasion, 
and spoke in defense of the Payne-Ald- 
rich tariff, having been a member of the 
ways and means committee which had it 
in hand. 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge and Con- 
greasman Samuel W. McCall, both just 


released from their duties at the Capitol, 
and Governor Draper were also speakers, 
. The theme of the rally was the tariff 
mainly throughout, and the interest of 
the public was shown by an attendance 
filling Anthoine hall with its capacity of 
1500, in which the rally was held, so 
an open-air overflow series of 
apeeches was necessary to satisfy the 
great assemblage. 

Representative C. 1. Underhill, leading 
candidate for the speakership of the 
Massachusetts Hlouse of Representatives 
to succeed Speaker Walker, presided at 
the ‘hain meeting. 

On the platform, besides the speakers, 
were Councilor Glidden, Chairman Hat- 
field of the Republican state committee, 
State Treasurer Stevens, Mayor Woods, 
ex-Mayor Glines, Senator Blanchard and 
the other members the Somerville 
delegation in the Legislature. 

Governor Draper, following Mayor 
Woods, who welcomed him in the name 
of the city, received afi ovation. The 
Governor reviewed the meritorious meas- 
ures passed by the Legislature. His re- 
ference to the fact that he had again 
vetoed the eight-hour bill was greeted 
with applause. Een 

His reference to Senator Lodge brought 
out prolonged applause, and there was 
cheering when he asserted that Messrs. 
Foss, Vahey and Fitzgerald combined, the 
three leading Democrats of the state, 
could not fill Mr. Lodge’s place. 

Congressman Jongworth, received 
with an ovation ending in “Three cheers 
for Nick Longworth,” elicited = much 
laughter by saying: 

“I want to thank the people of Somer- 
ville for my enthusiastic nomination for 
Governor of Ohio, but I cannot accep: 
it. I am a candidate only for Congress.” 

Congressman Longworth quoted “a 
big lumber dealer,” as raising his prices 
on the ground that the Payne tariff had 
raised the tariff on lumber.’ His refer- 
ence was so emphatic that everybody 
looked at Mayor Woods, one of the big- 
gest lumber dealers in New England, and 
there was a great outburst of laughter. 

Mayor Woods finally relieved his em- 
barrassment by leaning over and shak- 
ing hands with him, saying, “It’s all 
right.” ‘ 

Congressman Longworth made refer- 
ence to former President Roosevelt an: 
Senator Lodgé. Of the latter he said: 
“He is one of the oldest friends and 
most confidential advisers of a gentle- 
man [I know pretty well,” meaning his 
father-in-law, Mr, Roosevelt. 

Congressman Longworth 
tribute to President Taft. 

“The session of Congress just closed,” 
he said, “will go down in history as the 
most remarkable for legislative ac- 
tivity,” and added that President Taft 
is fairly entitled to the major portion 
of praise for the outcome. 

“In season and out of season he has 
been insistent in his determination that 
his party’s pledges should be kept to 
the letter,” said he, “and not a few 
men, both in and out of Congress, have 
discovered that the Taft smile was but 
the mask of a wiil of iron.” , 

Congressman Longworth discussed the 
Payne tariff act and declared the pro- 
vision creating the tariff board the 
“best feature of the existing tariff law,” 
saving: ;

In 
the words of officialdom Mayor Guerin 
regrets that an arduous trip, Just con- 
cluded, to the old country, and pressure 
of business which had piled up during 
his absence, prevent him from accepting 
an invitation which, he has no doubt, 
would prove of immense benefit to both 
cities. He hopes in the near future to 
have the honor of reciprocating by ex- 
tending an invitation to Mayor Fitz- 
gerald of Boston. 

As a matter of fact, Dr. Guerin is 
very much disappointed about his trip 
to Boston, and has hesitated to decline 
until the very last moment, hoping to 
be able to arrange his plans in such a 
manner as to be able to run down. 
But the mayor of Montreal has his 
hands full these days. It will be re- 
membered that on the first of last Feb- 
ruary Montreal was literally turned up- 
side down from a political standpoint. 
A reform mayor, and a supposedly re- 
form council consisting of half the num- 
ber of aldermen there in previous ones, 
were elected. Since then Mayor Guerin 
and his board of control have been put- 
ting up the fight of their lives to keep 
the city’s government clean. 

Mayor Guerin was looking forward to 
this trip for reasons other than those of 
enjoyment and entertainment. In Bos- 
on, as Montreal understands it, there is 
a permanent commission known as the 
finance commission, which is‘ready at all 


| times to investigate and throw light upon 


the business carried on by the city. In 
Montreal, prior to Mayor Guerin’s elec- 
tion, a royal commission, appointed for 
the express purpose of unearthing graft 
in the city’s administration, sat all sum- 
mer. It worked hard, was found very 
useful, and the result of it is apparent 
today in the cleaner streets and filtered 
water, lower fire insurance rates and a 
police force that has the respect of every 
citizen. This and many other reasons 
show the royal commission to have been 
necessary last year. 

But what Mavor Guerin would like to 
know, and what he was depending up- 
on Boston to teach him, is whether the 
royal commission, like Boston’s <finance 
commission, would be of service to Mon- 
treal if it were in session all the time. 
He feels that it would help the city im- 
mensely, but he is somewhat at a loss to 
decide whether the expense would be jus- 
tified.

CHERRY BLANC MANGE, 

Soak half a package of gelatin in 
half a cup of cherry juice. Have a 
quart of stewed cherries sweetened to 
taste and pitted. Dissolve the gelatin 
in the hot syrup; add a teaspoonful of 
lemon juice and a little of the finely 
pared lemon peel; pour into a mold which 
has been wet with cold water and set 
away to harden. Turn out and serve 
with whipped cream, 


RED RASPBERRY SPONGE. 


Mash one box of berries with one cup- 
ful. of sugar and run through a fine 
sieve. .Dissolve one-half box of gelatin 
in 1% cups of water hot enough 
to dissolve the gelatin. Strain the 
gelatin into the berry juice and beat 
five minutes. Keep the gelatin on ice 
while beating, or have the dish inside 
another dish containing ice water. Beat 
two eggs very stiff and whip these into 
the gelatin until it begins to thicken; 
then pour in a mold and set on ice until 
solid. 


Do Not Heat Butter 


One will often spoil a good cake by 
heating cold butter to mix with the 
sugar, The heating makes the butter 
oily, and the measurements are often 
wrong, says the Philadelphia Times. 

Instead of melting the butter heat the 
mixing crock with warm water, wipe it 
dry and put in the butter. 

Heat the sugar and pour “over the 
butter, then mix \the two with a potato 
masher.

ON REGENT LOAN 


Coast Extension Paid for by 
Money Borrowed From 
Banks and Parisian Funds 
Liquidate Debt.

NEW YORK-—-Tuesday afternoon the 
St. Paul paid the National City bank 
and others $4,000,000, being a second 
instalment on $14,000,000 borrowed early 
in the year. The balance sheet of Feb. 
28 shows $5,000,000 of this debt in bills 
payable—the remaining $9,000,000 was 
contracted for during the first part of 
March. 

The first payment to the banks, 
amounting to $6,000,000, was made the 
first week in June, when the St. Paul 
received the initial payment of $8,000,000 
from the Paris bankers, on account of 


the new bond issue. Another $1,000,000 
falls due July 1, and the $3,000,000 bal- 
ance will’ probably be liquidated before 
the end of that month. 

This is the first news of the loan. St. 
Paul put out a $25,000,000 debenture 
issue last December, principally to take 
care of $22,097,000 of maturities  be- 
tween that time and, July 1 this year. 
Later it was decided to extend the $2,- 
155,000 Milwaukee & Northern first mort- 
gage bonds, making the minimum refund- 
ing requirements $19,942,000. It appears 
that St. Paul did not apply this money 
entire to refunding, but advanced a 
large part to the Puget Sound, and that 
the maturity of the St. Paul’s bonds 
necessitated the loan from the banks. 

So instead of the coast extension be- 
ing completed with the proceeds of the 
new $50,000,000 debenture issue, approxi- 
mately $44,000,000, it was being com- 
pleted before the bond sale was negoti- 
ated with money borrowed temporarily 
from the banks, and the money now 
cominy in from the Parisian syndicate is 
being used to liquidate*that loan. Or, 
to put it another way, St. Paul, in issu- 
ing bonds, put into permanent form some 
temporary financing quietly accomplished 
several months before. 

From the following we see that St. 
Paul had practically no working capital 
on Feb. 28, up to which time it had 
borrowed $5,000,000 of the $14,000,000.

In February St. Paul borrowed $9,000,- 
000, leaving a floating debt of $8,000,000. 
This was wiped out by receipt of that sum 
from foreign bankers early this month; 
and its succeeding operations+the pay- 
ment of $10,000,000 notes out of the 
bond sale money and out of cash on 
hand—leave it today in relatively the 
same position; that is, with its current 
assets and current liabilities just about 
balancing. 

There yet remains about $36,000,000 
to be received from the French bankers, 
out of which must come the remaining 
$4,000,000 owing to the banks. Thus it 
appears that the St. Paul will have 
$32,000,000 net to advance its subsidiary, 
the Puget Sound, and to use as its own 
working capital.

CROP OUTLOOK 
IN THE EAST 


NEW YORK-—Crop conditions through- 
out New England and middle atates are 
now probably more favorable than in any 
other important section of the country. 
Although the season is somewhat late, in 
common with that of other portions of 
the country, there has been a better dis- 
tribution of moisture over nearly all 
states between the St. Lawrence and the 
Potomac. 

This has insured a large early hay crop, 
kept pastures in good condition and stp- 
plied the intermittent rainfalls which go 
so far toward the progress of such early 
crops as potatoes and oats, Cornfields 
through the middle states have been 
kept in a good state of tilth throughout 
the season, 

This eastern group produces in good 
veara about 120,000,000 bushels of corn, 
50,000,000 ‘bushels of winter wheat, 79,- 
000,000 bushels of oats, 130,000,000 bush- 
els of potatoes and about 70,000,000 
pounds of tobacco, Three of the principal 
rye states are located in the middle group 
and New York and Pennsylvania together 
produce 70 per cent of the buckwheat of 
the country.

ATCHISON LOW 
PAIGE IN MARKET 
CAUSES COMMENT 


There are several important factors 
which explain the persistent weakness 
which has developed in Atchison since 
the first of the month, a decline so serious 
that on Tuesday the common was selling 
under par. 

In the first place, Atchison will this 


year earn but about 8 per cent on its 
$165,00,.000 common against nearly 13 
per cent on $121,000,000 stock in 1909. 
This comparison is, of course, a severe. 
one, due to the rapidity with which 
bonds have been converted into stock 
during the last 12 months. 

This is, however, the penalty which 
the road has paid for financing through 
convertible bond issues, and is no harder 
test of Atchison earnings than was made 
of American Telephone share profits last 


year on account of conversion of a big} 


bulk of Telephone bonds into new stock, 
It is at any rate the test of Atchison 
earnings which the public will apply. 
Still further, the recent offering of 
$44 000,000 4 per cent convertible bonds 
was practically a failure so far as stock- 
holders were concerned.

ROAD’S BEST YEAR 


For the fiscal year to end with the 


‘close of this month, the Chesapeake & 


Ohio Railway Company will earn ap- 
proximately 10% per cent on its out- 
standing $62,798,300 capital stock. In 


J other words, the company this year will 


make the most favorable showing in its 
history; its gross and net earnings ex- 
ceeding any previous year by extremely 
liberal margins. 

During the 10 months ended April 30

It will be 
recalled that for a number of years the 
company has recorded earnings available 
for its outstanding stock considerably in 
excess of the amount required to meet 
the 1 per cent stereotyped dividend that 
was declared yearly prior to the Hawley 
regime.

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Chesapeake & Ohio scored a very sub- 
stantial improvement in its net earnings 
during the last fiscal period, its allow. 
ances for maintenance of ways and struc- 
tures and equipment were considerably 
more liberal than in the year previous.

LARGER MOVEMENTS 
OF-NEW CLIPO ARE 
NOW IN PROGRESS 


More Wool Than Usual Is 
Going Direct to Manufac- 
turers—Buyers Held Down 
to Rather Low Quotations. 


OREGON OPERATIONS 


Somewhat larger movements of new 
clips are reported from wool-growing 
sections of the country as a result of 
recent primary market auction sales, 


but more of this wool than usual is 
going direct to manufacturers this 
season. 

The buyers for Eastern houses ap- 
parently are held down to very low 
bids by those whom they represent, for 
they secure very little wool at the 
quotations which they offer, and, on 
the other hand, values named by pro- 
ducers fail to interest the dealers as 
a rule. 

Operations in Oregon, according to 
recent advices from the state, have been 
more productive of results than those 
elsewhere for some time past. At Echo 
within a short period, 600,000 pounds 
sold in the range of 134%@17% cent; per 
pound, Average clips in that state and 
Idaho fetch 14@15 cents to the grower, 
While for medium 17@18 cents has been 
secured, At Shaniko recently some of 
the offerings were withdrawn, but 
others sold on the basis of a clean cost 
landed here of 55@57 cents. 

Little Montana ‘wool asa yet has been 
bought to come to the seaboard, Nego- 
tiationa are under way, however, that 
may result in good sized acquisitions 
shortly., Buyers ask 20 cents at least 
for dewbable offerings. 

Fleece wools are sluggish in the pri- 
mary markets of Ohio and Michigan. 
For medium, 23 cents is quoted, and up 
to 25 cents for top, 

In this market a moderate amount of 
wool is going into consuming channels, 
but the volume of business and its char- 
acter are considered far from satisfying 
to the trade as a whole. Demand is 
mainly for bargain lots, although there 
is a prevailing impression that the mar- 
ket ig steadving and that it is likely to 
grow firmer in the last half of the year 
than it has been for two or three months 
past. 

This is based mainly upon the fact 
that sales of faliries have been running 
below normal now for a comparatively 
long period, and a natural expansion of 
demand is looked for in the event of 
more settled conditions for raw mater- 
ial. The rate of production has been 
lowered to such an extent that sufficient 
time for consumption to overtake the 
supply, in a measure, has elapsed. 

With the harvesting period also, it is 
calculated, there will come a_ broader 
business movement in various lines of 
trade, especially. if the congressional 
elections do not Toreshadow any change 
in the tariff or radical departure in gov- 
ernmental policies, 

A feature of the market here that is 
favorable, and to a larger extent, per- 
haps, than is immediately perceptible, is 
the reshipment of stock to England to be 
sold to the British and continental manu- 
facturers. To the extent that this mar- 
ket is cleared of temporarily unsalable 
supplies, especially imports, the outlook 
is improved. New domestic receipts 
from the West, while coming forward but 
slowly, nevertheless suffice for current 
demand, and have accumulated so that 
any lessening of the total quantity held 
tends to make the situation firmer. 

Quotations in this market remain prac- 
tically unchanged for ordinary deals, 
but large lots can only be moved at con- 
cessions, 


ELEVATED MERGER 
CAPITALIZATION 


CHICAGO —- The new company which 
is to be formed for the purpose of taking 
over the elevated railroads of Chicago 
probably will have a capitalization of 
not less than $50,000,000. It is expected 
to be of two classes, preferred and com- 
mon, and only the amount of stock 
necessary to effect the exchange for the 
shares of the old companies will be 
issued. The balance of the authorized 
amount will be held in reserve for fu- 
ture contingencies. 

It is understood that the preferred 
issue will pay dividends from the start, 
possibly at the rate of 6 per cent. It is 


intimated that this will be the full rate fed station), 


on that issue and that the dividends will 
be non-cumulative. It cannot be stated 
whether or not the new company will 
have a bond issue, although it probably 
will not have at the beginning. How- 
ever, in September, 1911, the Northwest-

There are good judges who hold that 
with the depletion of private stocks 
abroad there is in reality today an equi- 
librium as between production and con- 
aumption which may not be apparent by 
the published statistics. Whether or 
not it is possible to maintain this equi- 
librium depends in large measure upon 
the energies of the Amalgamated and 
Utah Copper interests. 

The United Metals Selling Company 
is today carrying the big surplus of 
unsold copper, while the Utah Copper 
Company and American Smelting and 
Refining Company are pushing their re- 
fineries to the limit and selling well 
ahead, Jt will be interesting to watch 
the results of the diametrically opposite 
selling policies of these rival interests.

A remarkable saying, quoted by many 
great writers, including Mary Baker 
Kiddy, is thia: “Man's extremity is God's 
opportunity.”

She 
consulted all the available books of quo- 
tations in public libraries, she asked 
teachers and acholars and writers, all with 
the samo reault-—“author unknown.”

BOUT the famous old Sibley house at 

Mendota, former home of _ the 
state’s first Governor, Gen. Henry Hast- 
ings Sibley, are woven chapters of ro- 
mance and history of the early frontier 
days, when the North Star state was 
the habitation of the Sioux, the Chip- 
pewa and Dakota tribes of Indians. Title 
to the home has lately passed into the 
hands of the Minnesota Daughters of 
the American Revolution and the house 
has been dedicated to its use. 

The old stone “mansion,” seven miles 
from St. Paul on the upper Mississippi 
river, will be restored as far as possible 
to its former state and will be used as 
a library, museum and meeting place 
for the society which owns it. 

The Sibley house was built in 1836 
and was the first stone structure in all 
Minnesota. General Sibley was a junior 
partner in the American Fur Company. 
Mendota at that time was called St. 
Peter and. contained the entire white 
population of the state, with the excep- 
tion of the garrison at the fort, about 
three miles distant, and a band of mis- 
sion workers on the shore of Lake Har- 
riet. To the pioneers the mansion was 
an wonder, It was a great structure, pre- 
sided over by a host who was lord of 
the pioneer woods. He entertained lav- 
ishly any and all who came. The house 
contained luxuries which only the East 
at that time afforded. It had a French 
cook and a score of retainers. The li- 
brar¥ was large and comprehensive and 
contained the only reading matter in 
the territory, 

General Sibley kept a large stable with 
fine horses and kennels with the best 
breeds. Of the famous men and women
